SACRAMENTO 

Governor Edmund G. Brown's proposal to end the death penalty 
in California has virtually ne chance of success. 

Twenty four of the 4 state senators said they would vote to 
retain the death penalty, nine favored removing it, seven abstained. 
Forty five of 78 assemblymen said they would vote to keep capital 
punishment, 25 for removing it, and eight abstained.
